Since the railway commission 
brourht down its $7.20 rate last fall, 
which was most unsatisfactory to 
the coal operators, Hon. Chas. 
‘Stewart has been quietly but active 
ly engaged with the railways in an 
effort to obtain a rate that would 
permit of trial shipments. His per- 
sistence brought about todry’s an- 
houncement and the rate will be 
effective this year, likely from May 
until the end of July. 

Seck to Establish

coal operators to ascertain whether | 


they can establish a market in On- 
tario by moving coal in the summer 
months, as well® as to find out 
whether the $6.7 sufficient to 
pay the railroads for the haul. The 
railroads will not consider carryine 
coal in the months when grain is 
moving and the yvovernment is not 
favorable to a subsidy, though it will 
reimburse the railroads should it 
be found that the rate fixed for the 
trial shipments is not sufficient to 
meet the cost of carriage. 

Free Automatic Loaders 

Stewart is also responsible 
riving another important con- 
ym to the coal interests in the 
budget. Locomotives and motor cars 
for use in underground haulage in 
coal mines, and this provision is ex- 
tended to automatic car loaders, are 
now to come in free of duty, which 
will mean a very considerable re- 
duction in cost of this equipment so 
important in the large coal mines 
of Alberta. 

L. H. Jelliff, M. P., for Lethbridge, 
has been backing Mr. Stewart up in 
his efforts to provide relief for the 
industry and the budget pro- 
vision naturally was a substantial 
reason for the vote he gave in favor 
of the government measure.

ROW; RADIO MESSAGE 
PELS FEARS—“ALL 0. K.” IS 
REASSURING WORD RECEIV- 
ED FROM FAMOUS FLIER—

Seward, Alaska, March 21.—Fears 
that Captain George H. Wilkins, 
, Arctic explorer and his sourdough 
pilot, Lt. Carl Ben Eielson, might 
j have crashed in completing their 
| 600-mile flight from Fairbanks to 
| Point Barrow were dispelled late 
last night when radio communica- 
tion was re-established with the ex- 
plorer. 

News of the safety of the polar 
explorers was received by Captain 
Robert Wolverton, of the army 
sirnal corps here, The radio mes- 
sage, sent by Wilkins at his base of 
operations, said: “All O. K.” 

He repeated the messave several 
times and then added: 

“Clear and cold.” 

At this point an amateur station 
began interfering with Wolverton 
1 the rest of the Wilkins message 


Fly Over Arctic 

With the crew and plane safe at 
the centre of operations, prepara 
tions will go ahead for a series of 
flights over the Arctic. The plane 
is to make several test flights north- 
ward, 

The explorer’s radio is the only 
means of communication between 
Point Barrow, the most northerly 
Alaskan settlement and — outside 
points, except by*a long trek over 
the frozen Tundra. 

The hop-off for Spitzbergen was 
tentatively set for April 15. 

Besides hoping: to discover the 
fabled frozen continent of the north, 
Wilkins intends to find suitable loca- 
tion for weather observing

LABOR OBJECTS STRONGLY TO 
RETURN OF MOUNTED 
POLICE 
Edmonton, March 20.—In_ the 
event of # summer session of the 
legislature being held no agreement 
‘will be entered into regarding the 
consolidation of the Alberta provin- 
cial police and the R. C. M. P., with- 
out the legislature passing on it, 
stated Premier Brownlee in the 
house on Tuesday morning when an 
act defining the provincial status 
of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police was up for consideration. The 
act confers the necessary provincial 
powers upon the R. C. M. P. in the 
event of an agreement being en- 
tered into for the policing of the 

province by that force. 
“My whole effort will be to bring 
an agreement into this house before 


it is finally concluded,” said the 
premier, 

However, Mr. Brownlee pointed 
out that it might be that a satis- 
factory angement could be made 


with the federal authorities regard- 


ing taking over policing work by 
the R. C. M. P. and that all sugges- 
tions of the province might be ac- 
ceded to. Then, if no summer ses 


sion is called, the whole deal would 
hang 


fire for a year or more and 
it might be May or June of next 
year before the R. C. M. P. could 


take over policing work with a re 

sulting loss of anywhere from $175,- 

000 to $300,000 to the province. 
Labor’s Objection 

Mr. Christophers charged the 
R. C. M. P. was a political orga 1- 
tion and becoming more so all the 
time. The experience of Labor with 
the “Mounties” was that they had 
seen all they wanted to of this 
organization and never wished to 
see them again. Labor was strongly 
opposed to ever bringing this force 
back into the province without the 
consent of the legislature. 

Premier Brownlee said he had no 
intention of commenting on allega- 
tions that the R. C. M. P. was dom- 
inated by political influence as that, 
to do so, would be to cast a reflec- 
tion on another government. How- 
ever, he would urge for fair treat- 
ment such as prevailed in the days 
of Commissioner Perry. He reiterat- 
ed that Alberta must have full and 
complete assurance that the prov- 
ince would have a measure of con- 
trol in the event of industrial strikes 
If such assurance is not fortheom- 
ing the government would be justi- 
fied in turning down the proposal 
on this point alone.

LEGENDS 


Another dear old legend has been 
authoritatively exploded. In an ad- 
dress before the Royal Institute, 
London, Professor Andrade stated 
that James Watt did not invent the 
steam engine. Watt was an instru 
ment maker, and while repairing an 
engine invented by Newcomen, he 
conceived the idea of a condenser, 
and made other improvements which 
made the efficiency of the steam 
engine possible. 

For generations, young people, 
and, for that matter, old people, 
too, have been instructed and enter- 
tained by the story of the studious 
Watt absorbed by the strange antics 
of the tea kettle lid agitated by the 
mysterious power of steam. Watt's 
tea kettle has been reverently 
honored among inanimate things as 
the inspiring cause of the applica- 
tion of steam power to industry and 
transportation, thereby revolution 
izing civilization, 

And now the legend, with all its 
innumerable imaginative embellish- 
ments, has been bluntly consigned 
to the limbo of the mythical, But 
it is in distinguished company, hob- 
nobbing with Newton’s falling 
apple, Washington's honest hatchet, 
King Arthur’s Round Table, St 
George's fiery dragon and, furthe 
avoiding the fertile fields of the 
saints, all the category of exploded 
legends which it has pleased man 
kind to weave around the lives of 
notable persons. 

The rapid diffusion of knowledge 
in this age is not the ideal condition 
for the growth of legends. But, even 
80, we still persist in the delightful 
practice of adding fanciful colors 
to what might otherwise be a prosaic 
and uninspiring picture. A too 
scrupulous exactness in the recital 
of details would leave the imagina 
tion cold and unmoved. 

Incidents in the great war have 
already grown into respectable 
legends of no mean proportions, and, 
given another decade, there will 
have grown up about Lawrence of 
Arabia enough legendary material to 
fill a book. For the manufacture of 
legends is an incurable and com 
mendable propensity of humar 
nature

BUSINESS AND EMPLOYMENT 

Optimistic business forecasts for 
this year are beng heard on every 
side, With them comes a lesa wel- 
come revelation that the employ- 
ment situation is far from good.

The 
varieties recommended by the Ex- 
perimental Station, Lacombe, are 
Marquis, Red Bobs and Garnet 
Wheat; Banner and Victory Oats, 
and O. A. C, 21 and Manchurian 
Jarley. If you are not sure which 
varicty to use, get in touch with 
your nearest Experimental Station, 
School of Agriculture, Agrilultural 
Agent, The University of Alberta or 
the Provincial Department of Agri- 
culture, The experience of any or all 
of these sources of information will 
be of value to you.

SUNFLOWERS AS A SILAGE 

CROP 

The question of a suitable silage 
crop is important in districts where 
considerable livestock is kept, 
particularly dairy cattle. During the 
winter and spring months some kind 
of succulent feed is essential and 
this is usually provided in the form 
of silage. 

Three kinds of forage crops that 
may be used for silage have been 
tested at the Scott Experimenta! 
Station—corn, oats and sunflowers. 
Corn has not proven a dependable 
crop at this Station being frequently 
damaged by late spring and early 
fall frosts. Other limiting factors in 
the successful production of this 
crop are the short growing seasons 
and the comparatively cool weather 
—especially the nights. 

Oats produce a silage of good 
quality, but in a dry season when 
silage is most needed oats lack the 
ability to produce a high succulent 
tonnage. 

While it is generally acknowleged 
that sunflowers make a heavier de- 
mand on soil moisture than does 
corn and that it is not quite so 
palatable a succulent feed as the 
latter crop, sunflowers have with- 
stood the drought better than corn 
at this Station and have always pre 
duced a fair crop even in the driest 
years. Their growth may be slow 
in the severest part of a drought

RED CROSS REPORTS BUSY 
YEAR IN 1927 

With His Honour Lieutenant 

Governour W. Egbert in the chair, 


the Calgary Commissioner of Red 
Cross in Alberta, Mr. A. C. L. 
Ada gave the annual reports of 


the division for the year 1927 before 
a large and representative gather- 
ing of delegates from the towns and 
rural districts of Alberta. 
Increasing understanding of the 
peace time policy of Red Cross has 


made the work progress most 
satisfactorily, especially in the 
Junior Red Cross Department and 


in Home Nursing Classes. 

Teachers und educators are ready 
and willing to have Junior Red 
Cross Branches organized in all 
schools, knowing that by this means 
the pupils learn hygiene and citizen- 
ship in a manner that benefits them 
for life. The Normal Schools at Cal- 
gary and Camrose include in their 
studies the teaching of Red Cross 
as a part of the Civic Course. From 
the standpoint of healthy scholars 
and a clean classroom there no 
better system possible than the 
formation of Junior Branches. About 
16,000 children in Alberta are en- 
rolled as members, their pledge of 
service to others less fortunate than 
themselves being featured especially 
in the maintenance of the Junior 
Red Cross Hospitals in Calgary and 
Edmonton where over 500 sick and 
crippled children have been given 
the best medi and surgical care,

The season of 1926 furnished a 
good example of the comparative 
ability of sunflowers to produce a 
crop under adverse climatic condi- 
tions. Yields of over 14 tons per 
acre green weight were produced 
while the highest yield from oats 
was 4.77 tons per acre and corn was 
a complete failure. The avera 
green weight yield per acre for a 
period of five years is 12.18 tons 
for sunflowers (Mammoth Russian), 
7.48 tons for oats (Banner) and 3.22 
tons for corn (Northwestern Dent). 
On a dry matter basis the oats and 
sunflowers give approximately equal 
yields. 

The fact that sunflowers with- 
stand frost better than corn and pro- 
duce a larger green weight tonnage 
than either oats or corn makes it 
the most dependable silage crop of 
the three under Northwestern 
Saskatchewan conditions,

CHOOSING AN EMERGENCY 
HAY CROP 


The season’s hay crop can usually 
be intelligently estimated during 
the early part of June. When 
prospects are poor, the question of | 
an emergency hay crop must quickly 
be decided. The choice will_lie be- | 
an annual grass, ‘“nnual | 
legume or grain to be cut for hay. 
At the Dominion Experimental 
Farm, Indian Head, tests are in, 
progress to determine the suitability 
of such crops, either singly or in 
combination, for this purpose. 

Among the annual grasses, the, 
fox tail type of millet, such as | 
Siberian, has yielded higher than} 
other types of millet or Sudan Grass. | 
Late maturing field peas have been 
more productive than vetches or an 
annual sweet clover. Oats have not 
only proven better than other grains 
for hay, but have produced a ton 
more: hay per acre than MacKay 
peas or Siberian millet. 

Oats having the leading position, 
tests were commenced to determine 
most suitable date of sowing, stage 
to cut and variety to use. 

At Indian Head seeding oats for 
hay the third week in May has pro- 
duced the highest yield. Seeding a 
week earlier showed slight dis- 
vantage. All seedings up to (and 
including) the second week in June 
produced satisfactory yields. After 
that week the growing season has 
not always permitted the crop to 
reach the desired stage to be cut for 
hay. 


‘ven varicties have been cut for 
hay in bloom, milk and early dough 
stages. Lowest yields have been 
obtained by cutting when in bloom 
and highest yields by cutting in the 
early dough stage. When required 
for milk cows it is often preferable 
to cut the oats in the milk stage. 

Considerable difference in yields 
of different types of oats have been 
obtained. Early and hulless types 
have been poor compared with late 
standard varieties, Banner or Vic- 
tory oats sown late in May or early 
June and cut in the soft dough stage 
have given our best results in tests 
of annual hays. 


HOW TO DETECT AMERICAN 
FOUL BROOD 

Bees, as other live stock, are sub- 
ject to disease. Of the few diseases 
affecting the brood of bees, Amer- 
ican Foul Brood considered the 
worst; for, unless the beekeeper 
intervenes to save the colony, it will 
eventually die. It is, therefore, the 
business of every beekeeper to learn 
how to detect it. 

When the colony is first attacked, 
this disease is very difficult to de- 
tect, as the few larvae infected are 
scattered over the comb. Later, how- 
ever, though scattered, indications 
or symptoms of the disease appear. 

Before starting to examine a 
colony, one should secure a supply 
of toothpicks or sharpened matches 
with which to test the brood.

The most common symptoms of 
American Foul Brood are dis- 
coloured cappings which also are 


usually sunken and sometimes have 
irregular perforations in them as 
well. When such are found, the con- 
tents of a cell are tested by prob- 
ing with a toothpick to find out 
whether the colour the bluish 
white of the healthy larva or the 
light brown of the diseased one. 
Should the larva have been some- 
time dead it will be melted down to 
a sticky or viscid mass which will 
adhere to the toothpick and string 
out one to two inches. As it dries, 
it loses its moisture until it becomes 
what termed a scale which 
adheres so firmly to the cell wall 
that it is difficult to remove. Some- 
times when a pupa is killed by the 
disease, its tongue is found sticking 
to the roof of the cell. | 

To examine a comb one should 
hold it so that the sun will shine 
into the cells, by so doing scales can)

On the farm also, especially where 
there is an abundance of Alsike, 
Sweet Clover or Alfalfa, bees re- 
turn substantial profits when well 
handled; otherwise, however, they 
may become a menace to other keep- 
ing bees. In combination with some 


branches of poultry-keeping, bee- 
keeping fits in admirably. 
Turning to the city, one finds 


there, too, that bees are kept, though 
in many cases more for recreation 
than for profit, by professional men, 
tired business men, and even women 
and children, Gardening and bee- 
keeping or poultry-keeping and bee- 


keeping make a good combination 
for city dwellers or suburbanites. 
In more congested centres where 
gardens are scarce, apiaries are 


sometimes to be found located on the 
roofs of large office buildings. 
Wherever bees may be kept, the 
golden rule applies. One should not 
intrude on the territory of another 
whose rights by reason of his being 
first in the locality should be re- 
spected.

CAUSE OF FALL IN EXPORT 
OF EGGS 


Canada's egg have been 


gradually diminishing during recent 
years until 


exports 


in 1927 they amounted 
to only 448,206 dozen as compared 
with over 6,500,000 dozen 1921 
This falling off of 


eggs started with the inauguration 


in 


in the export 


of standardi egg grades in this 
country. As was pointed out in a 
recent statement of the Dominio: 
Live Stock Branch, this policy of 


classifying all eggs according t 
definite grades brought about a 
tremendous increase in the domestic 
consumption of the product, In fact 
the per capita consumption of eggs 
in Canada has increased from 16.8 
dozen in 1920 to nearly 30.0 dozen 
in 1927. During these years there 
has been a s i in the 
production of eggs, but as 4 matter 
of fact this growing production has 
not kept pace with the 
rate of consumption with the result 


increase 


increased 


that the decrease in exports has 
taken place. 
Another cause of the fall in the 


export of eggs during 1927 was the 
fact that prices in Canada were 
above those prevailing in world 
markets. Practically all egg exports 


from Canada are a storage product, 
and the system of uniform grading 
and government certification to 
which they have been subjected has 


enabled them to command a _pre- 
mium over all other eggs on the 
British market. During 1927, how- 
ever, prices here were so much 
higher in England that export in 
quantity was impossible. As an 


example of this, Irish storage eggs 
were selling in England in October 
and December for 38 to 39 cents a 
dozen while storage Extras, the 
grade which would ordinarily have 
been shipped to England, were sell- 
ing in Montreal and Toronto at 45 
to 47 cents.

HIGHER EGG YIELDS

Success in breeding for 
egg production depends, 
large extent, on the 
proper male. Bred character, con 
atitutional vigour, male character 
istics and proper development are all 


increased 
lo a very 
selection of the 


ve necessary When making this 
selection, but the most important 
factor of all is the breeding of thi 


bird himself. He musi be bred from 
a high producing dam and also from 
a sire which has blood lines tracing 
direct to high production parent 
on both sides, These are the import 
ant factors to be found in registered 


cockerels. 
What then is a registered cock 
ere!? What guarantee has the 


breeder as to the bird's breeding? 

A registered cockerel is the son 
and grandson of registered females, 
both of which have laid 200 eggs or 
over in one of the Canadian National 
Egy Laying Contests. As no female 
eligible for registration unless 
hgr egg average 24 ounces to the 
dozen during the contest year, and 
as registered cockerels can be bred 
only from daughters of registered 
hens which have themselves quali- 
fied, these male birds have at least 
two successive generations of 24 
ounce eggs or better, as well as 200 
eggs or better for an annual pro- 
duction, These are two very desir- 
able characters, 

On the sire side the greatest care 
is exercised in selection. The male 
used to head a pen of registered 
females is usually a tried and proven 
cock bird, a bird that has produced 
daughters the previous year which 
have laid well over 200 eggs in their 
pullet year, and have consistently 
produced large eggs. It can be seen,

Package bees hived on foundation 
only or which arrive late in’ the 
season cannot be expected to do as 
well as those hived on drawn comb 
or which arrive early enough to take

full advantage of the first sources 
of nectar, When buying package 
bees to start new colonies always 


order a queen with the package, get 


them early, have the necessary 
equipment ready when they arrive 
and feed the bees until they become 
established, 

If the bees are to be used for 
strengthening weak,  queen-right 
colonies in the spring, it is not 


necessary to order queens with the 
packages, but it is just as import- 
ant to get the bees early so that 
they may help to build the colony up 
in time for the main flow. Package 
bees should be ordered early in order 
to arrive on time, The prospective 
buyer should get in touch with his 
nearest Customs official a few 
weeks before he expects the bees 
that there may be no delay in 
delivery. Package bees are very 
perishable and prompt delivery
